HE POLLUTION CONTROL 
situation in British Columbia 

has been laid open to further doubts 
and questionings by the outcome of 
the cahinet struggle between min- 
isters responsible for the Pollution 
Contrel Board and the Health De- 
partment. Apparently Mr. Williston, 
heading the Lands, Forests and 
Wate: Resources Department, has 
won out over Health Minister Loff- 
mark, and the province must: wait 
still further to learn what standards 
of poRution-control, if any, are to 
be set. 

Since Mr. Loffmark had given 
us to understand that he intended 
to enforce fairly stringent condi- 
tions, particularly with respect to 
the discharge of municipal sewage 
into the sea, there is fear that his 
defeat may mean lower standards 
both for sewage and the disposal of 
industrial wastes. In view of mount- 
ing public concern over the de- 
terioration of our environment as 
a result of soiling and contamina- 
tion of air, water and land, it will 
be a tragic development if the gov- 
ernment now falls far short of what 
should be done. 

Mr. Williston is known for his 
championship of industrial develop- 
ment and may be expected to show 
reluctance to impose anti-pollution 
restrictions which could affect for- 
est or mineral production. On. the

Victoria Climate 


Stockholm in early. December is 
approximately as frigid as Victoria, B.C. 
Kiruna reminded me of Winnipeg on a 
good winter day, with crisp air, snow 
that crunched underfoot and bright 
sunshine — during the brief interlude 
that divides one Arctic night from its 
successor. From the air the country 
looks not unlike the lower Mackenzie. On 
the ground, though, the trees rule out 
comparisons — some of them are 18 
inches through at the base. 

The most conspicuous structure in 
Kiruna (which compares in size with 
Brandon) is a l3-storey skyscraper, 
administrative centre of the mining 
concern. There are also a number of 
recently erected apartment blocks and a 
new city hall; an object of special pride 
to citizens since it won a national award 
as the finest building of the year. 

It is, in fact, a modern and very 
attractive community; a far cry from 
the turn-of-the-century Kiruna, which 
was an overnight stop for the Lappish 
reindeer herders. 

* But it has little to offer of practical 
help to our northern construction: indus- 
try-Of the people whom I met in Kiruna, 
none had ever heard of permafrost. Nor 
of utilidors. 

Everything would be easier in the 
Canadian Arctic if we enjoyed, like the 
Scandinavians, the advantages of a Gulf 
Stream. 


Some Comparisons 


One can nevertheless see in Arctic 
Sweden some of the conditions of 
progress in the north. The first, 
obviously, is an economic potential, But 


this is not enough; the Kiruna ores have__ 


been known since the 17th century but 
there was little development until the 
1890s. Even when the Bessemer process 
provided the technological key to 
exploitation, mining operation had to 
wait on the railroad builders. A line to 
Lulea proved inadequate because the 
northern harbors on the Gulf of Bothnia 
are frozen for about five months. 
Fourteen years of much more difficult 
construction were required to gain a 
year-round outlet through the Norwegian 
port of Narvik. : 

Swedish socialism rests on an econ- 
omy 90 per cent of which is directed by 
private enterprise. The complex of 
mining operations known as Lkab and 
centring on Kiruna now account for a 
large part of the 10 per cent under state 
control. This is not due, primarily, to 
Socialist planning, although it might be 
described as a socialist windfall. For 
réasons of defence, quite comparable to 
those which caused British Liberals to 
put the state into the. international oil 
business, a Swedish Conservative gov- 
ernment in 1907 acquired 50 per cent of 
Lkab shares, with an option to buy out 
the private partner after 50 years. In 


1957 a socialist ministry decided to 
exercise the option. While th govern- 
ment took over an established and ‘highly 
Successful operation-and most of the 
management, the private interests re- 
claim: ed their capital and sank it into a 


Proved very successul. 

To the visitor, comparatively innocent 
of mining techniques, Kiruna is an 
extraordinary place. It was originally 
open cast but today practically all the 
Operations. are underground. They are 
reached not by shaft but by an entrance 
drift leading to a maze of 


: underground 
* tunnels, Miners drive to the rock face by 


car or bus over hard surfaced roads and 
under the direction of a centralized and 
computerized traffic.control. They lunch 


close to the job at restaurants (accord- 
ing to my guide there are now 19 of 
them) in what is virtually a city below 
the surface of the Arctic earth. 

From the ore chutes to the crushers, 
the iron is hauled in cars pulled by 
electric locomotives. Much of the Kiruna 
ore is pelletized and moves out in what 
appears to be an endless stream of 
wagons over the railway to Narvik. It all 
impresses the visitor as a remarkably 
Smooth operation but there are appar- 
ently problems. Mechanization now 
seems to have been carried as far as it 
profitably can, but the Swedes are 
determined to increase overall efficiency 
by other means, in order to maintain 
their competitive position in a world how 
experiencing a surplus of iron ore.

This has- not been done in British 
Columia, where massive projects are 
already begun. However, the B.C.

mines, two representatives froni private 
mining industry in British Columbia, and 
the director of fish and wildlife in the 
department of recreation and conserva- 
tion.

That surely, is 
the-essential point, quite aside from the 
sheer oddity of the idea of petty 
chiselling by a man already worth 
million. x 

Finally, .onemust add~ that: Repre- 
sentative Melvin Laird is a much less 
sharp operator than anyone has yet 
suggested, if he did not have all his 
senatorial ducks in a row before he gave 
Packard’s name to the public.

With petty vanity he displayed phiotostated 
copies of recent honorary degree citations.

This was 
no ordinary human; this figure was. larger- 
thamlife. 

Or take him on that fabulous 1960 Vice— 
Presidential campaign train, nicknamed by 
30 fascinated accompanying reporters the 
“Cornpone Special.” 

It went. through: the South and won the 

election for Jack Kennedy. (Everything won 
the election for him.) 
. Every Johnson appearance ‘began and 
ended- with loudspeakers blaring the ‘Yellow 
Rose of Texas" and, as he left Culpeper, Va., 
he gave the tag-line of the campaign as “he 
shouted back with an expansive gesture to 
the largely non-existent crowd, ‘‘What has 
Nixon ever done for Culpeper?” 


St@l- waving bis arm he vanished down the 
converging steel rails. 

What would an earthy, towering, senti- 
mental, evangelical, over-sensitive figure hike 
this be as President? Nobody knew. 

At times arrogant, then embarrassingly 
humble; shrewd and-—yet self-defeating; a 
manipulator of men, yet unable to communi- 
cate with the nation. Presidents nearest to 
him were Harry Truman and Andy Jackson. 


But how characterize one. with a different 
personality at every peel of the onion? 

It was strange how a sophisticated man 
could be so naive; he set out to woo the press 
and make them a kind of mutual-aid co- 

_ Operative. 

This was possible in Texas politics; it was 
sometimes possible as Majority Leader; but 
was never possible as President (after the 
honeymoon). 

The tension between public. and politicians, 
press and Presidents, saves the nation; let 
voters listen, but always note the gap 
between what is promised and performed. 

a 

There -is this gap with every President. 
Reasonable people will make allowances. But 
in Mr. Johnson's case the drive for secrecy 
was compulsive; he was congenitally devious. 
He would deny things under his nose. Then 
Vietnam went sour. 

Call it “tragedy” if you like—a former 
special consultant to the President, Eric F. 
Goldman (Princeton), uses the term in his 
forthcoming book, The Tragedy of Lyndon 
Johnson. 

We don’t agree. Herbert Hoover was a 
tragic figure all right; a well-meaning man 
crushed by forces he never_understood,_who 
insisted _on going through the ghastly 
renomination and annihilation. 

We put LBJ in a tougher category. Poor 
Hoover felt sorry for himself. So did Johnson 
(enhanced by .the persecuted feeling ‘that 
because he came -from Texas and lacked 
Kennedy’s style, all intellectuals. hated him. 
Nonsense). 


But the important thing, we think, is that 
he did not give way but shifted tactics. Many 
won't agree; all right, we differ. 

Note that after the New Hampshire 
primary he recognized that .he had lost 
touch; with what grace he had he bowed out; 
he* gave his party a reasonable chance of 
winning the election; he began the humiliat- 
ing “business of Mquidating the war that he 
had unwisely escalated. (Some wanted him, 
after that, to rescue the Pueblo crew by 
force; this time he declined.) 

We have searched out our notes that we 
jotted down March 15, 1965 as Johnson made 
his night speech to a joint session. We sat 
over his head, looking down. 

Our notes are jerky, incoherent . . . Strong 
and uncompromising speech speaks 
slowly, effectively ... seems to come from 
the heart . . . confident, self-assured. His best 

This was the Johnson speech that led. to 
the watershed 1965 voting rights bill. We 
caught phrases: ‘“‘There is no constitutional 
issue, no moral issue. . ..-It is wrong, deadly 
wrong .. .‘We cannot, we must not refuse . . . 
The time for waiting has gone ... I want to 
be the President who helped the poor. ... We 
shall overcome,”’ 


& 

They applauded 40 times. And we discover 
that we jotted down “TI shall abways like 
Lyndon better for this speech.” 

He puta Negro into the Cabinet; another 
on the Supreme Court. He made America 
poverty-conscious. A strange man. A man 
hard to love. But a tragic-man? We'll leave 
that to history. 

How good a President? Well, maybe we 
Should put him back-to-back with Richard 
Nixon before making our final judgment.

Are We Figh ting 
More Than a Word?

When we were kids, living carefree 
summer days at the old VASC clubhouse on 


the\Gorge, two of us became involved in a 
. AS 


heart-breaking little incident. 

We were alone at the time 
sunning ‘ourselves at the end 
of the raft-enclosed pool. A 
young woman —with a smail 
boy,. perhaps eight or 10 
years old, approached us 
from the Gorge Road:~She 
had a problem. The small boy 
was a deaf mute—her nephew 
—amd she had taken him_to 
the B.C. Electric Park-for a 
day's outing. He wanted to go 
swimming, but she didn’t think he knew how. 
Would we stand guard while he tried? 

We found the little fellow a spare suit in 
the clubhouse. One of us dived in and waited. 
the other standing by the side of the pool. 
which, at that tide was about six feet deep. 

The youngster ram across the raft 
Planking, threw himself from the edge, hit 
the: water and submerged. He came up 
struggling and submerged again.. We gave 
him one more chance to rise and then both of 

“us worked te haulhim: out. While the water 
he had taken in poured from his mouth and 
nose, he sat huddled on the deck, sobbing. We 
tried to comfort him but he was imconsolable. 

* * 

His aunt was sad but grateful, “I was 
afraid he couldn’t swim, but he was so 
confident he-could,”’ she said. “Thank you so 
much for helping me. If he had gone in alone 
he might have drowned. I couldn't have 
saved him.” 

The incident remains in my memory not 
ory because of its pathes, but because it 
represents for me a classic example of what 
can happen to a person whs, inmcently 
enough, fails to recognize his limitations. The 
boy had watched other people swim and took 
it for granted that swimming was an 
automatic accomplishment for any human 
being. It had not-cccurred to him that a 
person had to learn, or that some who tried 
to learn never succeeded. 

The incident came to mind Saturday as I 
listened, with a packed audience, to Dr. 
William Glasser, a noted psychiatrist and 
writer, emphasize the impropriety of a school 
system which instilled a sense of failure into 
students who could not pass tests or solve 
problems. 

The educational system, he contented, 
taught failure; stamped iton some children 
with detrimental results for life and created 


serious social problems. He made the point 
that children should learn that natural 
consequences flowed from some of their 
actions—and the consequences need not be 
pleasant. But, if I interpreted him correctly, 
they should never have the theory of failure 
impressed upon them. 

To-me,-a layman, the argument made 
sense up to a point. Destroy anybody's 
confidence in his ability to do a job and the 
chances are he'll ball the thing up when he 
tries: 

And the chances are, I guess, that if-you 
keep telling-a youngster that he hasn't the 
ability to do this or that, he'll eventually 
accept the idea’ and cease to try to do this or 
that.. If you convince him that he can’t do 
anything in school, he probably won't 
accomplish anything worthwhile. 

* * * 

On the other hand, it seems to me that if 
a youngster fails to accomplish a certain 
task, his capacities may be extended to the 
point where he can do it if you give him the 
idea that he has missed one time, but with 
extra effort he may succeed the next time. A 
little encouragement, or a lot of encourage- 


“tent, may help him. 


Inevitably a chit of limited ability is 
going to be confronted with some routine 
things he can't do. At that point it seems 
foolish to me to ignore the matter and leave 
him with no appreciation for his limitations. 
Whether you tell him or you don't, he has 
failed in his efforts._If he_is_catalogued, on 
his record, with the euphemism ‘“‘under- 
achiever,"’ isn't avoidance of the word failure 
merely an exercise in semantics? 

If, on the other hand. he never learns for 
himself what he can accomplish and what he 
can’t, isn’t he in somewhat the same position 
as the little fellow who assumed he could 
swim but couldn't. 

* * * 

I laughed when I first heard the story of 
the youth who, asked if he could play the 
violin, replied that he didn’t know; he'd never 
tried. On the other hand, I have found it less 
than amusing to encounter some young 
people with no appreciation of their limita- 
tions who take dn jobs they can’t handle and 
don't even realize how they have failed when 
they botch things up. 

Perhaps we should just reexamine the 
word. failure. When an athlete sets out to 
break a world record and doesn’t achieve his 
purpose, he has failed in the effort. But, if 
his performance has been creditable, where's 
the odium in that? 


citizens should set up their 
own clubs (quite apart and 
distinct from existing political 
organizations) to discuss 
social and political issues; 
these clubs would have from 
100 to 300 members. 


Close Relationship 


There would also be 
smaller, more active groups 
of about 25 members — all 
sorts, ages, incomes, colors, 
occupations: — practicing a 
close human _ relationship 
based on sharing and caring. 
Dr. Fromm says: 

“These groups should be- 
come a real home for every 
participant, a home where he 
finds nourishment in the sense 
of knowledge and of inter- 
personal sharing and, at the 
same time, where he has a 
chance-to-give. They would 
develop a new style ef life — 
unsentimental, realistic, hon- 
est, courageous, and active. It 
must be stressed that realistic 
unsentimentality — bordering, 
if you like, on cynicism —— 
needs_to be united with deep 
faith and hope. Usually the 
two are disconnected: People 
of faith and hope are often- 
unrealistic, and the realists 
have little faith or hope. We 
shall find a way out of the 
present situation only if real- 
ism and faith become blended 
again, as they were in some 
of the great teachers of 
mankind.”

DIARY

Every thoroughbred race horse in the world had 
a birthday on January 1 which, in all candor, is beside 
the point. On that day also, five former major-league 
baseball heroes also came of age. Newly eligible for 
the Baseball Hall of Fame at Cooperstown, N.Y., are 
Stan Musial, Early Wynn, “Red Schoendienst, Gil 
Hodges and Vic Wertz. 


Eligibility rules are simple ones. One must have played. in 
the majors for a considerable number of years and, after 
retirement, keep breathing for at least five years more. Then 
one goes on the list to be judged and voted in or out by the 
members of the Baseball Writers’ Association of America. 

This year’s list of new eligibles is a remarkable one for its 
quality. Often it has been an open date at Coopetstown for lack 
of certified Hall-f-Fame timber. This year, for openers, Stan 
Musial is a shoo-in, and 1969 could be that rare vintage year 
when as many as three ‘of the game's demigods may be 
enshrined. 

Musial’s credentials are so overpowering that if it is nota 
unanimous vote, the creeps in dissent should be run out of the 
Baseball Writers’ Association and be forced to join’ the 
Basketball Writers’ Association. After Ted Williams retired, it 
was Musial all alone as the man who swung the best bat of his 
times, and Wiliams admired him as “the only hitter I ever 
Saw who didn’t shorten up with two strikes against him.” 

Gil Hodges will draw a heavy vote as ‘the finest first 
baseman of his time, and the righthanded batter who hit more 
bases-loaded home runs than any other in the National League. 
Red Schoendienst has a ‘claim to Cooperstown as one of the 
great infielders, one who also licked lurking tuberculosis and 
came back to-play and manage. 


Vict Wertz was a good’ outfielder and first baseman for 
Detroit, the St. Louis Browns, Cleveland and the Boston Red 
Sox who could hit home runs, but he was—not quite a giant of 
the: game. He came to notice chiefly for an act of frustration. 
That was in the 1954 World Series game at the Polo Grounds 
when he didn’t hit a bases-loaded homer because Willie Mays 
raced back there into deepest centre for the most famous catch 
in decades, 

In the case of Early Wynn, a vigorous vote will be applied 
here for his elevation to Cooperstown. It is a highly sentimental 
vote that also has the virture of being fully justified by the 
fellow’s. record. Wynn-was-very nearly the major leagues’ 
finest pitcher of the two decades before his retirement in 1963. 

Wynn pitched himself into membership in one of the most 
select groups in baseball. Only 14-pitchers in the entire history 
of the game can boast a total of 300 victories in the majors, 
and Wynn_is one of them. The 20-victory season became 
commonplace for the skinny Cherokee Indian boy from 
Alabama who as a-stylish stout was still winning in his 20th 
year in the majors. bs 

None would have predicted that Wynn was destined for the 
Hall of Fame when he came up from Charlotte and lost his first 
two starts for the Washington Senators in 1933. He had a fast 
ball-but_he was very much on trial. Bucky Harris was bearing 
with him one day and keeping him in the game because many 
of the runs they were scoring off young. Wynn were not his fault. 


It came to a bunting situation for the Senators in the late 
innings and Harris pondered a pinch hitter for his young 
pitcher. Then he asked Wynn, “Can you lay one down?” Wynn 
said, ‘Skipper, I was the best bunter in Chariotte."’ Wynn 
bunted the first pitch he saw and practically bunted- himself 
back to Charlotte. with a soft line drive that Cleveland third- 
baseman Ken Keltner routed around the bases fora triple play. 

Wynn came back from Charlotte two years later and began 
the career that was to make him one of the most feared 
pitchers in. the majors. On the mound he had only one 
expression, a mean one. The baseball in his hand was for 
teaching lessons to batters who tried to take too much of the 
plate or were given to thinking they could anticipate him. 

Out of Wynn's pitching fist came fast balls, breaking balls 
and knucklers, at intervals of his own choosing after suitable 
surveys_of the batter. He spoke his contempt for batters simply 
by holding the ball and looking contemptuously at them. He 
was psyching hitters before he suckered them. 

There have been other complete professionals in the 
majors, and some of them have been already voted into the 
Hall of Fame. But only a very few of them ever won 300 
games. Wynn has this latter credential, embossed by the charm

Florenda Joy is the daugh- 
ter of Mr, and Mrs. David 
Dick, who share rented quar- 
ters with their three children 
at 355 Gorge Road. She 
started grade one at Tillicum 
Elementary last September; 
she -loves school, and is a 
bright and eager beginner. 


Her heart needs mending, 
and soon, but today she feels 
fine and her world is bright. 


I first heard about Florenda 
and the dark shadow across 
her life from .a registered 
nurse who is a friend of the 
family. 

She is Mrs, Edward Barbin 
of 546 Linden Avenue. This is. 
what she told me: 


“T know a very good, decent 
couple wiidse little daughter 
has & congenital heart condi- 
tion. Unless the defects are 
corrected, ‘she won't live to 
grow up. The doctors have 
recommended that she go to 
Mayo Clinic at Rochester for 
an operation that can give her 
& normal, healthy life... Her 
parents mean to give her that 
chance, even though it will 
keep them in debt for the rest- 
of their lives.”

I phoned Florenda's people, 
and.on Sunday evening, went 
out to visit. David and Sadie 
Dick had just returned from 
evening. service at Glad ‘Tid- 
ings on North 
Park Street. 

Florenda had heen. allowed 
to stay up past her eight 
o'clock bedtime. Shy with 
“strangers, she regarded me 
solemnly from her father's 
knee. She looks like a per- 
fectly healthy child; and so 
far, except for the fact that 
she tires easily, her heart 
defects have not impeded her. 

It is hard to believe that she 
goes to Til :um only on the 
understanding that an ambu- 
lance can be summoned for 
her at amy moment of her 
school day. 

Her father, who hopes to 
return to his job with a 
paving firm when the weather 
squares away, started her 
toward bed, Then he and 
Sadie Dick,-a nurses’ aide, 
told me about Florenda Joy 
and the terrible problem that 
has moved from the back- 
ground to the forefront of 
their lives. . 

David, a coast man who 


once worked a small mainland 
farm with his ~brothers, 
married a Manitoba girl. They 
settled down not far from 
Winnipeg, and for a number 
of years, he worked as a long- 
haul transport driver. 

A man with a growing 
family yearns for more than 
two days a month at home. 
David Dick traded ‘that job-for 
another, The couple were 
warned that some day their 
youngest would require an 
operation for which ‘surgical 
skills were still in the de- 
velopment stage. Florenda, 
however, wasn't a /“blue 
baby’? — far from it. They 
had- a generous allowance of 
time. 

Sadie and David Dick have 
always done for themselves. 
They told me, while we sat in 
their neat living room) that 
they have never been on 
welfare, ‘or. asked help of 
anyone.

Something over a year ago, 
David brought his wife and 
children out to Victoria. Sadie 
fell in love with the city at 
sight, They. both found -work; 
but ‘what with the needs and 
minor emergencies. that -con- 
front any growing family, 
their expenses never much 
more than matched their 
income, 

Then, last fall, they learned 
from a Victoria heart special- 
ist that for Florenda Joy, 
time was running out. She had 
reached -a-—peak—of -condition 
that she is unlikely to attain 
again. She could slope off 
from this peak at any time — 
and once the downward trend 
sets in, the end is predictable. 

Sadie Dick, a quiet, brown- 
haired woman with worry’ on 
her face, spoke softly. 


“We're a close family,”” she 


~ said, “and we'd do anything 


to -save her; We always 
thought .we could raise the 
money when the time came, 
but it. looks now as. if we 
won't be able to borrow a 
fraction of what's needed.” 

Florenda Joy, who had been 
getting ready for bed with 
numerous squeaks and 
giggles, trotted in. She wore 
flowered flannelette pajamas, 
and ,she looked like a pint- 
sized angel. 

She kissed her father, 
ventured a smile at me, then 
skipped over to her dad. 
David bent for a hug. 

“Alright, Sam,”’ he told‘ her, 
“Away you go now!” 

“Sam” is his pet-name for 
her. Like her brother and 
sister, this is a much-loved 
child.

No more scakied fingers for me!-For years I have 
suffered through the pottid method ‘of draining boiled 
vegetables. As every housewife knows this method has 
several built-in liabilities. First, the. hot steam rises up and 
sealds your fingers, assuming, of course, that you haven't 
already set an unwary finger on the hot metal of the pot. or 
the lid. Then, in reaction to your pain; the lid slips, spilling 
the vegetables into the sink along with the liquid. For $1.39 I 
have solved both these problems. This small sum bought me 
a pan drainer, which does just as well for pots. This is a half- 
round of metal with slits to let the liquid, and only the liquid 
through. Crimping along the edge of the metal makes it easy 
to fit against the edge. of the pot or pan. A wooden handle 
keeps the heat from conducting to your fingers and by the 
way it is placed protects you from most of the steam. Who 
ever invented this handy device deserves the housewives’ 
medal of honor.

NEW YORK — The greatest 
cause of death among babies 
during their first year of life 
— known to the medical 
profession as “infant sudden 
death syndrome” (SDS) _—. 
has now been found to be the 
result of a real illness rather 
than of parental carelessness. 

For generations, parents 
who have put an apparently 
healthy infant to bed at night 
only to find him dead of 
“suffocation”. in the morning, 
have , bitterly blamed them- 
selves for the death of their 
child. 


Now, as the result of a 
three-year study by a re 
search team headed by Dr. J. 
Bruce Beckwith, of the Uni- 
versity of Washington, such 
parents can be freed of the 
terrible burden of guilt that 
has frequently tortured them 
throughout their lives.

FAMILY HELPINGS 

Your, family can have not 
only larger helpings but also 
cream on their cereal, all of 
the butter or margarine they 
wish, desserts, more bread, 
whole milk instead of skim 
milk, gravy and fried foods.

“TI think it’s' almost certain 
that before the end--of — the 
century there will be armed 
conflict,” 

But the dispute could help 
the Western nations saye Asia 
for democracy, he suggested, 
as the struggle between the 
two. Eastern giants keeps 
them diverted “for some 
time.” 

In the lull from political 
agitation, the West should 
bolster the ‘economies of 
smaller, neighboring countries 
with supplies of food and farm 
machinery. 

When and if the border 
dispute over land in northern 
Sinkiang province is settled 
the Chinese will look to the 
south and “find the rest of 
Asia contented and not ready 
to 0 communist." 

The countries have been 
drifting apart since 1956 when 
Chinese communism began 
making rapid strides to organ- 
ize the country. It left the 
Russian approach looking 
“conservative,” Mr. Jackson 
said. 

Ideological splits bégan to 
appear in the communist 
parties of various: countries 
and Chinese technicians began 
winning over central Africa. * 


REACTIONARY 


The Chinese have also 
labelled the Russians “‘reac- 
tionary” _ for —_working- with 
established rulers in giving 
foreign aid, such as with 
President Nassér in Egypt, 
Mr. Jackson said. 

The struggle over land 
became public and took 
precedence over ideological 
differences in March, . 1963, 
with an editorial in the 
Chinese newspaper Red Star. 

The Chinese have accused 
the Russians of “kidnapping” 
people who live_on_the north- 
ern border—actually nomads 
who tend to wander to areas 
where there is “less govern- 
ment,” Mr. Jackson said. 


‘CAN'T BE SOLVED’ 


But the land dispute stems 
from the 17th century, when 
the Russians “tore great strips 
of northern China away,” 
taking an area of tand-nearly 
as large as western Europe. 

“I don’t frankly see that 
this dispute can be resolved,’ 
Mr. Jacksonsaid. But he 
suggested there would be open 
warfare between the two 
nations. 

Russia is now moving 


troops eastwards “and both 
countries have traded charges 
of border transgressions. 

China is too far behind 
Russia in technology to wage 
a nuclear war within 20 years 
but’ will practice “worrying 
tactics,” Mr. Jackson said. 

“T think China will adopt a 
position of nibbling” at Rus- 
sian territory, he said.

Water Rate 
Increase 
In Saanich 


Saanich residents got a second 
warning Tuesday night of an 
impending increase in water 
rates, 

First. indication of an in- 
crease—the rates have been 
unchanged for a number . of 
years—was contained in Mayor 
Hugh Curtis’ speech to council 
last week. 

In a report to the public 
works committee, engineer 
Neville Life said “in view of 
rising costs’ it is~ strongly 
recommended that an increase 
in water rates be considered 
rather than curtailment, of 
waterworks construction.” 


He presented a waterworks] 


construction program totalling 
$300,200 for 1969. Of this, 
$200,200 was a basic program 
with the chief expenditure being 
replacement of old two-inch 
mains, 

The sum of $100,000 was set 
aside for major trunk mains. 


Mr. Life requested priority of : 


“approval on items totalling 
370,800, of which the committee 
voted approval for $70,300. 

The remainder of the 1969 
budget was tabled. 

An interesting sidelight of the 
provisional budget for water 
supply in 1969 shows an esti- 
mated cost of $8,000 in postage 
for customer. billing and col- 
lecting. 


$300,000 
FOR ROAD 
WORK 


Saanich should spend $1.2 
million on road work this year. 

But it is only going to be able 
to afford about $300,000. 

This was the reluctant view of 
the municipal public works 
committee Tuesday night. 

Engineer Neville Life recom- 
mended $1,268,950 be spent. The 
two biggest projects would be 
four lanes on Carey Road 
(Douglas to Tillicumy at 
$245,000 and four lanes on 
Lansdowne Road (city boundary 
near Shelbourne to Foul Bay) 
for $221,000. 

RESERVE FUNDS 

Saanich carried over into this 
year $137,867 in reserve for road 
work but. $93,200 of this will be 
for works approved but not 
completed in 1968. The com- 
mittee supported approval of 
this remaining work this year. 

The provisional budget, sub- 
ject to review in the spring, has 
set aside $300,000 for road work. 

Adding the carry-over from 
last year, less completing the 
earlier-approved works, would 
leave $338,567 for roads in 
1963—assuming the $300,000 in 
the provisional budget is not 
cut. 

“Once again the engineer has 
brought forward a list with 
which you can find little to 
argue about,” said Mayor Hugh 
Curtis. 

“Tt is basically a good list. 
Last year he came to us with 
$1.2 million and we cut this to 
$300,000. How much longer can 
we go on like this? 
FALLING BEHIND 

“Surely the province is going 
to have to recognize the dire 
situation municipalities such as 
ours are facing. We are falling 
behind this year, every year 
since the end of the war. It’s 
tremendously distressing.” 

Other aldermen agreed that 
Saanich could never catch up 
with the backlog and even 
pruning all other items in the 
budget would not significantly 
affect the road problem. 

Ald, Alan Newberry said the 
same situation applies to 
libraries, hospitals, education. 

“The whole taxation system ‘is 
going to have to come under 
review. Something is wrong,” 
he said.

Her heart needs. mending, 
and soon, but today she feels 
fine and her world is bright. 


I first heard about Florenda 
and the dark shadow across 
her life from a_ registered 
nurse who is a friend of the 
family. 

She is Mrs. Edward Barbin 
pf 546 Linden Avenue. This is 
‘what she told me: 

“T know a very good, decent 
touple whose little daughter 
has a congenital heart condi- 
tion. Unless_the defects are 
corrected, she won't live to 
grow up. The doctors have 
recommended that she. go-to 
Mayo Clinic at Rochester: for. 
fan operation that can give her 
a normal, healthy life. Her 
parents mean to give her that 
ehance, even though it will 
keep ‘them in debt for the rest 
of their lives.”

I phoned Florenda’s people, 
and on Sunday evening, went 
out to Visit. David and Sadie 
Dick -had~just- returned from, 
evening service -at Glad Tid- 
ings ‘Tabernacle on North 
Park Street. 

Florenda had been allowed 
to stay up past her eight 
o'clock bedtime. Shy with 
strangers, she regarded me 
solemnly_from her father’s 
knee, She looks like a per- 
fectly healthy child; and so 
far, except for the fact that 
she tires easily, her heart 
defects have not impeded her. 

It is hard to believe that she 
goes to Tillicum only on the 
understanding that an ambu- 
lance can be summoned for 
her—at—any—moment-of—her 
school day. 


Her father, who hopes to ~ 


return to his job with a 
paving firm when the weather 
squares away, started her 
toward bed, Then he and 
Sadie Dick, a nurses’ aide, 
told me about Florenda—Joy 
and the terrible problem that 
has moved from the back- 
ground to the ‘forefront. of 
their lives. 

David, a coast. man who 


once worked .a small mainland 
farm with his brothers, 
married a Manitoba girl. They 
settled down not far from 
Winnipeg, and for a number 
of years, he worked as a long- 
haul transport driver. 

A man with a growing 
family yearns for more than 
two days a month at home. 
David Dick traded that job for 
another. The couple were 
warned that some day their 
youngest would require an 
operation for which surgical 
stills were still #m>the de- 
velopment stage. Florenda, 
however, wasn’t a “blue 
baby’* — far from it. They 
had a generous allowance of 
time. 

Sadie and David Dick have 
always done for’ themselves.

‘Worst In Canada’ Label Hung 
On Waiting Lists at Hospitals 


By PETE LOUDON 


A national survey of hospi- 
tal waiting lists gives Victoria 
the title of “worst in Canada” 
a Victoria doctor claims. 

And he lays the blame on 
the regional hospital board for 
“dragging its feet.or being 
ineffective.” 

Oak Bay alderman, Dr. G. 
Scott Wallace, said a survey 
of 82 Canadian hospitals, each 
with more than 200 beds, was 
recently carried out. Sixty 
hospitals replied. 

“Of them, we have the 
worst waiting list in Canada, 
the longest -wait for (treat- 
ment of) elective conditions 
—10 months for some of them 
in Victoria. 


“HELL OF A MESS” 

“It proves the hell of a 
mess we're in.” 

Dr. Wallace said the survey, 
which was circulated among 
doctors at a Victoria Medical 
Society meeting, puts Victoria 
third from the top of the list 
as to the number. of people 


per thousand of. population 
who are waiting hospital 
admission. 


“The regional hospital dis- 
trict board doesn’t seem. to be 
convinced of the desperate 
urgency. A referendum was 
passed in October approving 
creation of 600 extended care 
beds (to relieve pressure on 
acute care beds:-at Royal 
Jubilee and St. Joseph's Hos- 
Pitals). 

“Early proposals were for 
200 at Mount St. Mary’s 
Hospital, 200 at St. Mary's 
Priory, 150 at Gorge Road 
Hospital. (Twenty were for 
Lady Minto Hospital at 
Ganges and 30 to be planned 
later. Subsequently, Health 
Minister Ralph Loffmark 
asked the board to decide the 
allocations after the vote was 
passed.) 

“Not one of these hospitals 
has been extended a nickel for 
Planning. The board hasn’t 
done a darn thing,” said the 
doctor. 

“The regional board has 
sidetfacked issued of import- 


ance. Mayor Hawes (Oak 
Bay’s delegate.to the regional 
district and the regional hos- 
pital district) says the board 
must first decide ownership of 
the hospitals. 

“This has nothing to-do with 
it and it’s a waste of time to 
debate it.” Dr. Wallace said
